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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the upper and lower plate (elm. 12) 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled fi'om the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed fi-om the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures.

Regarding the Abstract, line 6, it is unclear what is mean by "...a tool make any type,.. " 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 12-16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Regarding claim 12, neither the _ 
drawings nor the specification provide support or antecedent basis for ''an upper and lower plate 
pivotally connected to each other". Further the specification defines the guide control to include 
a tool mount, springs, an adjust long and a hinge assembly (pg. 8); the specification is silent to an 
upper and lower plate and how these elements relate to the rest of the positively claimed 
elements. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
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the invention. Regarding to claims 1 and 18 (line 1 1), the term, "cooperation" renders the claims 
vague and indefinite. The term cooperation merely means an association and does not positively 
define any mechanical structure or interrelationship between the elements. The term is vague 
and broad and the intended scope of the claim cannot be ascertained. Examiner suggest, - 
operatively connected—. 

Claims 2-17 are improper dependent claims, in that they do not recite the preamble of the 
independent claim. Examiner suggests, ''The tool'' be changed to -The tool table of claim. 

With regard to claim 1 1, it is unclear how the trolley assembly relates to tabletop and 
base assembly. Additionally, there is no antecedent basis for "the trolley", it is unclear if "the 
trolley", refers to the trolley assembly and if not, how does the trolley relate to the trolley 
assembly and base? Clarification is required. 

Claim 18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejection(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wiley 
(4,516,612). With regard to claims, Wiley discloses a tool table comprising: a table top 
assembly (10) a rectangular base assembly (24), a guide control unit and extendible work 
supports (22,23; figs. 1, 2); a portable table tool support bracket (fig.5) and a gear/(retura & 
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drive) sprocket assembly (146,148,150,152,154), hand crank (156) and chain (148) connected to 
the base in communication with the guide control unit (fig. 1), an adjustment lock (40, 42, 44, 
46, 48) connected between the hand crank and the sprocket (fig. 5), a drive shaft connected 
between the hand crank(156) and the di ive sprocket (152) (See fig. 5) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-17 and 19-43 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims and if and 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejections were overcome.
